The 
remainder of the letter deals with fads 
connected with the conflicting de- 
cisions of Messrs. Bpalding and Ball, 
extracts from tho memorial of tho 
Canadian Coinpatiy, tho Govornor's 
tolograinSj Judge JJogbio'ri letter to the 
boys," etc., all of which pcssoss no 
particular interest now. Indeed, had 
wo not conceived it our duly to expose 
tho Jesuitical attempt iii;ido to throw 
tho onus of the f'liluro of his FiXCJl- 
lency to enforce his oiuicL riiis upon the 
Flume Uompany, and llie oviLloiit ob- 
ject of tho lottor to inllucnco and bia^ 
tho mind the gonlloinaii who is to 
sit in jiidginoiit on tho caso by telling 
him in alnioat as many words that the 
Flumo Company wero wicked, grasp- 
ing fellows, and that Lbo Ca:iadian iJoiii- 
pany had been iinposod ujjoii and had 
iietcd like pot lambd throughout, wo 
should have coutontcd ourselves with 
publishing tho lottor without com- 
ment. As it is, tha whole matter has 
been referred to Mr Trutch, who, wc 
believe, in spito of tho lottor of in- 
structions, will discbargo his duty with- 
out " fear, favor or alfooiion." B>th 
parties have coiiaentod to accept his 
dooision as final, aud wo take leave of 
this most disagreeable case for the 
present by entering our protest 
against the establishment of a prooo» 
dont that allows any man who ha-^ 
bjon worsted io a lawsuit to resist 
vi et armis the execution of a roan - 
dato of the tribunal to which ho ha^ 
appealed.

Juarez refused this 
anil 1 had no cihu'.so left but to remain 
and to do all in my power to protect a 
huge proportion of the Mexican people.'' 

MAXtlllLIAN IN PRISON. 

A letter from Qiieretaro anys : 

A stranger might soiirch Qnoretaro 
over for tiie Convent of ihe Catjiicliina and 
fail to find it. 13y sucecssivo spoilatioiis 
anil breakings up it has loi'g since lost 
traces of conventunl nppenrance. Once it 
may have been, and pvoliahly was, a 
stntely building' of great extent and im- 
jiosiiig exterior. >,'ow notlnng rem:iiii.s 
but a row of di-jointcd houses of cecriitrie 
architectural development. In one of tlic 
cnost comfortable of these Maximilian and 
nnd his generals are conDnnd. They 
hnve l.'oeu relieved from communidad, tin' 
solitary confinement and double guard, 
which in this country usually precede e-\- 
ecn'i'-'ii , and are allowed, under certain 
restrictions, to see civilian friends. The 
number of their visitors is few — few in- 
deed.

Considering how iniuiy hours a hard 
working iiieiiiher of tho House has to 
spend without il.s walls, it is wonderful to 
what iiicouvenionces he must submit. 
Tho Treasury bench is not nearly large 
enough to iiceominodate the Memboraof the 
Government, and it is not at all uncom- 
mon lo see tliem wedged so tightly that 
they uro alaiost silting on each other's 
knees.

In this scene 
of orercrowding and discomfort do mem- 
bers remain hour after hour. If luxury 
has found its way into tlio drawdiig-roain 
and the club, a Hpartaii contempt for 
comfort and propriety reigns still piira- 
iiiount in the House of Comni'.ais, ^lor 
ia this nil. The room built expressly 
for carrying on the debates on which 
depend the destiny of a nation and an 
empire, is one of llio very worst acoustic 
iiineliines that can possibly bo contrived, 
Tho low ceiling, which was ]iiit tip hiirri- 
(;dly mider the first very natural feeliii^;

The incon- 
venience was more ondniable during tho 
rpiiet reign of Lord I'almerston, but in 
the prc.'!ciit stormy times, when the whole 
slreii;(lli 'if 1 ho twu p;u'tie,-i is coiistiintly 
in recpii-ilion, it is all but intolerable, 
itnlecd, it well deierves consideration 
wljcllu-r soiiK-fiiiig iniL.dil not be done to 
provide a room capable of holding the 
dolibcriitive body for whose use it wns 
intended.
